Education in Alberta costs the big 
amount of .eight and a half million 
dollars yearly. , Such was the state¬ 
ment made at the recent convention 
Of the Alberta Schools Trustees As¬ 
sociation held in Edmonton. Mr. A. 
E, Foxwell being present as repres¬ 
enting the f Chauvin Public school. 

At tlf.- opening session Wednesday, 
MT King, of Raymond. 


A special meeting of the ratepayers 
of the above school district wag held 
i in the school on Saturday afternoon 
February 16tli, called for the purpose 
of protesting against the exhorbitant 
salary paid to the teacher. In opening 
the meeting Mr. James W. Coe said 
that he hoped the meeting would be 
conducted in as amicable spirit and 
that every one would be good friends 
after the meeting, even if they were 
on opposite sides of this question. 
It was the duty of the meeting- to se¬ 
lect their own Chairman and Secret¬ 
ary, and he called for nominations 
for these offices. Mir. George Masson 
was elected chairman and Mr K. W. 
Coe as Secretary. 

Mr. H. L. Johannes ashed that 
the minutes of the Board meetings 
held since the Annual be read. This 
was done by Mr. John Paterson (Sec¬ 
retary of the Board, and in comment¬ 
ing on these minutes Mr. Johannes 
said that he would like to ask the 
trustees: “Why they accepted Miss 

pi; Claddery’s resignation." They 
had decided to, advertise in the Sask¬ 
atoon (‘Star”, but this advertisement 
had only appeared on one occasion, 
and it was not surprising that they 
had no applications to it. only that 
of Miss Gladderyi On the 22nd they 
decided to advertise again, but pn the 
23rd he was informed that Miss (Jlad- 
dery said she must have an answer 
tha.t, night ..as, shegdi-ad. anoUigriviicliypl 
offered and wished to come to a, de¬ 
cision. On the 24th he heard that fehe 
bad been re engaged at a salary of 
$1400.00 per annum. He also asked 
“Did the Board have a special meeting 
in order to decide this matter?” 

Mr. George Lawson thought they 
should ask each person who signed 
tue petition calling this meeting to 
slate their reason for doing so. Most 
of those when called upon stated that 
they considered the salary too high. 

Mr Max Graham said the reason 
that she signed the petition was that 
she understood, tha.t the teacher had 
made a verbal announcement that she 
would teach the school for $1300.00. 

Mrs. John Graham said that she 
thought they could engage a teacher 
of better qualifications for less money. 

Mr. John Graham (I) complained 
that the teacher had not handed in 
her resignation until after the Annual 
meeting. 

Mr. James Casey spoke in favor of 
(he trustees action, basing his argu¬ 
ment on the fact that if this salary 
was reasonable two years ago it was 
reasonable now. 

Ml-. George Lawson said that if the 
district agreed to pay Miss McGladd- 
ery $1400.00 two years ago when she 
was teaching 50 per cent less pupils 
why object now. He quoted the sal¬ 
ary of the Secretary of the Municipal¬ 
ity as being the same as it was two 
years ago, and remarked that the peak 
of high prices did not have anything 
to do with It. 

Mrs. Thomas Bran,nick thought 
that the salary they were paying was 
not any too much. 

Mr. George Masson vacated the 
chair in order to say a few words. In 
the course of his remarks he asked the 
reason why Miss McGladdery’s resig¬ 
nation was not in the hands of the 
Board prior to the Annual Meeting. 

| Was it so as the ratepayers could not 
i discuss it at that meeting. He stated

Mrs Rodgers l-eacl the report 
of the secretary-treasurer for the past 
year, which was passed without much 
discussion. 

The needs of co-operation between 
municipal councils and school boards 

was the subeject of Commissioner 
Yorath's address. This was of more 
particular interest to city school trus¬ 
tees, I-Ie also said that while the 
right to*-legislate was controlled by) 
the government., practically :■ 95 per 
t-ent of thevcost is provided for out of 
the .taxes, ; The provincial government 
only CohtHbuting about 5 per cent 
making the burden to the cities a very 
hc-ayy one, ; Many people are forfeit

Meanly mrm e cost "oi'fdu cation has 
increased -as has the number of en¬ 
rolled' scholars'. If steps were not soon 
taken the position would become un¬ 
bearable and collapse was imminent. 

Mr. Pinchbeck, in speaking on eco¬ 
nomy, pointed out the great need of 
curtailment of public expenditure in 
every phase of public life. Educa¬ 
tion. however, was the last thing we 
could afford to sacrifice, because ot 
its inestimable value to the growing 
generation. So long as we can af¬ 
ford to pay surplus legislators, and 
gasoline for pleasure, so long has the 
child the inherent ancl undeniagle 
right to his education. 

Mr Pinchbeck outlined reasons for 
many schools having- been closed, he 
stated that some of these schools have 
had difficulty in keeping open owing 
to the failure of the municipalities to 
forward the amount of the requisition 
Other schools woull have had to close 
but for the timely assistance given 
them, by their municipaliies. 

In connection witli the school rate 
of taxatin. Mr Pinchbeck said that 
it was a problem as to whether the 
municipality or the school should! fix 
the rate. 

Dr Lovering, of Lehtbridge. gave his 
viewpoint of city commission and 
city school trustee which was warm 
at times. He did not like to see all 
(he blame of increase of taxation 
placed on schools, when +hey had 
money-losing street cars, costly re¬ 
creation parks and other municipal 
ventures that were more to blame for 
llie increased cost to taxes. He was 
very much against the idea of doing 
away with free education for every 
child, no matter whether it is for the 
child of the poor man or the child of 
the millionaire. 

The afternon session was devoted 
to resolutions. Amongst these the 
mortality was very heavy. The frist

It was resolved to ask the govern¬ 
ment to appoint a representative com¬ 
mission to ascertain the cost of ele¬ 
mentary. secondary and higher educa¬ 
tion in the province. 

A resolution from Sulphur Springs 
for a pill tax of $3.00 per year on ail 
male persons in Alberta was lost. 

Two resolutions from the New Rib- 
stone School District were among 
those left over for further considera¬ 
tion. 

The matter of raising village poll 
taxes from four to six dollars; also 
the minimum enrolment of the rural 
high schools being reduced from 15 to 
12 (and if below 12, a proportional 
grant be given, were each passed. 

A. delegate from the Irma rural told 
the convention of the successful 
working of the^ Irma Rural High 
School scheme, and was accorded ' a 
very close attention by all delegates 
present. Under the Irma plan .some 
23 children were now receiving a high 
school education in their home town 
at a very low cost, and 
time were able to go home daily, or 
at the week ends as they wished. 

Each rural school desiring to gain 
the advantages of this scheme enter¬ 
ed a rural high district which had 
been organized from the combined 
districts. In this way the costs to 
the ratepayer have been kept down to 
a minimum. At the same time it has 
been found possible to provide in the 

home town a standard of education 

\ 

seldom given outside the city school. 

The people of Tram district had ex¬ 
pressed their entire satisfaction with 
the scheme now that it has been giv¬ 
en a trial. 


and ten; another that no grade above 
eight be taught in a one-roomed rural 
school; and one from Sulphur Springs 
that schools be inspected at least one 
a year by inspector and certified by 
a member of the local trustees board. 

A resolution from Hardisty calling 
for a revision of inspection require¬ 
ments and establishment of inspect¬ 
orate divisions was tabled. 

The thirteenth resolution was the 
first one to pass. This required that 
a parent hesiding in an unorganized 
school district sending a pupil to an 
organized school be liable to the same 
educational fee as the resident rate¬ 
payers of the organized school district 

Mr Powers brought in a resolution 
to have the inspectorate staff brought 
up to full strength. This was lost: 
147 For; 158 Against. 

Mr Dunn, medical inspector of the 
Edmonton district spoke, dealing with 
simple and inexpensive health sugges- 
the school room should 
have lots of fresh air, thermometer 
around 68 degrees. The scholars 
should have one hour play every day 
in the open air. And much other 
useful information was given in this 
instructive address. 

The feature of the evening session 
was a very interesting address by 
Dr. Tory, president of the University 
of Alberta. After which followed an 
illustrated lecture by Rev. J. A. 
Clarke, First Baptist' Church, Edmon¬ 
ton. 

The following morning the conven¬ 
tion sat in two sections: city and 
rural. The rural and village school 
section was by far the largest. The 
first resolution to pass was that the 
full grant be given to schools where 
the work is satisfactory and passed 
by the inspector, where the attend¬ 
ance does not fall below 12 pupils. 

After an hour of discussion, reso¬ 
lutions were resumed. Much was

that it had come to his knowledge 
tnat one of the Trustees (Mr. George 
Lawson) was aware of the fact on 
January 11th that Miss Gladdery was 
prepared to teach the school for 
£1300.00, and should have brought this 
to the attention of the Board. Mr. 
Masson then proceeded to quote 
figures from the other schools in the 
municipality showing how many 
children they had and what salary 
they were paying their teachers. 

Mr, Carl Giabrielson said the sal¬ 
ary was very low taking into consid¬ 
eration the fact that if they had to 
engage two teachers the cost would be 
much more and the school called for 
this by its size. 

Mr. James W. Coe (Chairman of 
the Board said they were going to 
have over 40 children going to school 
this year. He had no knowledge of 
Miss McGladdery’s resignation until 
after the Annual Meeting. They had 
accepted the resignation because no 
other course was open to them. The 
advertisement was only in the “Star" 
for one day but that was no fault of 
the Board but of the publishers. He 
admitted the meeting of the re-en- 
g’agement of M,iss McGladdery was 
not legally called, but pleaded exped¬ 
iency. He appealed to the parents of 
those children between the ages of 
5 and 7 not to take away the chances 
of the other scholars bjJ sending the 
little ones to school before it was ne¬ 
cessary.

that he was in favor of increasing the 
teacher’s salary, owing largely to the 
number of children attending the 
school. He was aware that the teach¬ 
er would accept $1300.00, on January 
11th. If you hired a teacher at 
$1100.00 per year it would be false 
economy. He was convinced that a 
satisfactory teacher would not be ob¬ 
tained for $1100.00 per year. He 
would like to see the whole district 
behind the teacher. 

Mr. Andrew Hein (Trustee) had 
nothing to add. 

Miss McGladdery said that she sent 
is her resigsation on January 10th in 
order to give the trustees the necess¬ 
ary 40 days notice before the opening 
of school on the 11th, of February. 

Mr. Johannes then submitted the 
following resolution to the meeting 
seconded by Mr. John A. Graham 
‘That the Board take up the matter 
of salary with Miss McGladdery with 
a view of a reduction of same”. 

An amendment was moved by Mr. 
John Graham, seconded by Mr. 
Thomas Branniek “That the teacher’s 
salary remain as arranged by the 
Board”. On a vote being taken the 
amendment was lost by 17 votes to 9. 
and the resolution carried by a vote 
by 17 to 8. 

After the resolution was passed 
Miss McGladdery refused to accept 
any reduction, and Mr Coe said that 
if these negotiations were persisted 
in he would resign his position as a 
trustee. 

Mrs J. A. Graham asked why Mr 
Lawson did not bring the matter of 
the teacher being willing to accept 
$1300.00 before the Board. 

Mr Lawson: Because the matter 

was not settled that night. 

Mr J. W. Coe: This matter was 
not brought to the attention of the 
Board at any time. 

Mr Lawson thought that Miss Mc¬ 
Gladdery was an extraordinary teac¬ 
her in an extraordinary school. The 
teacher to be Successful must be born. 
Home who teach for 40 years would 
never become teachers. 

Mr Coe said that he took the pass- 
ing of the resolution to he a vote of 
censure on the trustees, and. from 
school boards to parliament this 
meant that those in power should re 
sign. However they could not compel 
the trustees to resign, but he would 
abide by their decision and resign 
altho he had consistently opposed any 
increase in the teacher’s salary, yet 
he had to stand by the hoard with re¬ 
gard to this resolution, and he felt 
it his duty to resign. 

The remaining trustees did not fall 
in with this and in the end Mr Coe 
was prevailed upon to withdraw his 
resignation.

Light meals comprising 
cereals, sandwiches, pies, preserved 
fruits and other canned goods will 
be available at Canadian National 
standard lunch counter prices. A 
competent and courteous attend¬ 
ant will be in charge of each lunch 
counter and service may be secured 
at any time during the day. 

The suggestion of the lunch 
counter cars was made by Mr. 
Walter Pratt, General Manager of 
Dining, Sleeping and Parlor Cars 
and of Hotels, who has been anx¬ 
ious to provide this facility to fur¬ 
ther improve travelling conditions 
and add to the comforts of passen¬ 
gers on the Canadian National 
Railways.

Leap Year Customs 


There are twenty-nine days in Feb¬ 
ruary this year, for 1924 is a leap 
year. A leap year is one whose num¬ 
ber in the Christian era can be divid¬ 
ed by four without a remainder, cen¬ 
tury years—1900. and so on—being 
excepted. 

The necessity for leap years lies in 
the fact that the solar year consists 
of 365 days 5 hours 48 minutes, and 
therefore periodic readjustment is 
necessary. 

The most famous custom associat¬ 
ed with leap year Is the one which 
gives women the privilege of propos¬ 
ing on the 29th day of February. 

This privilege is legendarily said to 
have been cajoled out of St Patrick 
by St Bridget. In more recent times 
the right has, apparently, been ex¬ 
tended to cover the whole year. 

Though it is woman’s privilege to 
propose during leap' year, there is a 
certain etiquette to be observed. Ac¬ 
cording to an old authority, should 
the man to whom she offers her hand 
decline it she may claim front him a 
silk dress, but only if at the time of 
proposing she is wearing a scarlet 
petticoat and shows it to him. 

According to a seventeenth- century 
writer, when a woman exercises her 
leap-year privilege “no man will be 
entitled to the benefit of the clergy 
who doth In anywise treat her propos¬ 
al with slight or contumely.” 

In parts of New England there lin¬ 
gers a curious superstition that in 
leap year beans grow on the wrong 
side of the pod.
